Mother  and  apple  pie  are  as- 
sociated with  the  American  way 
of  life  as  discussed  by  Dr.  Lewis 
Midgley  in  Tuesday’s  Free  For- 
um. Drs.  Martin  Hickman,  James 
Allen,  and  Lewis  Midgley  pre- 
sented a panel  discussion  on  ex- 
ploring the  characteristics  of 
American  life. 

CHANGE 

“Change  and  problems  arising 
from  events  such  as  the  invention 
of  the  ‘A’  bomb  have  character- 
ized problems  as  the  basic  way 
of  life  in  America,”  stated  Dr. 
Allen. 

“Symbols  of  National  Vocation 
developed  in  countries  contribute 
to  the  way  of  life  of  a country” 
stated  Dr.  Midgley.  Apple  pie  and 
Mother  reflected  the  American 
Vocation  of  the  New  Beginning 
as  being  good. 

The  French  have  a reputation 
as  being  the  founders  of  Worldly 
Culture  hence  the  French  culture 
is  associated  with  culture. 

CAPITALISM 

“Capitalism  is  the  best  eco- 
nomic system  and  democracy  is 
the  best  political  system  are 
views  common  to  all  Ameri- 
cans,” said  Dr.  Hickman. 

“Divided  we  stand,  united  we 
fall,”  said  J.D.  Williams  in  his 
American  Week  speech,  Tues- 
day, referring  to  diversity  of 
ideas. 

Wiliams  noted  six  dimensions 
of  a free  society: 

• Each  person  has  the  right 
to  be  insecure. 

• Freedom  for  the  thought  that 
we  hate. 

• The  right  to  swing  your  fist 
ends  where  my  nose  begins. 

• Freedom  to  preserve  or  lose 
our  freedom. 

• Freedom  for  all  Americans 

• The  necessity  of  preserving 
the  constitution  whatever  the 
threat. 

Whether  we  keep  or  lose  our 
freedom  depends  upon  the  indi- 
vidual. “What  ever  happens,  both 
good  or  bad,  is  our  own  respons- 
ibility.

Marine  Raiders  Probe  DMZ 


SAIGON  (UPI)-A  U.S.  Marine 
combat  patrol  Tuesday  made  a 
daring  daylight  raid  into  the  De- 
militarized Zone  separating  North 
and  South  Vietnam,  clashed  twice 
with  North  Vietnamese  soldiers 
and  returned  unscathed  six  hours 
later. 

The  probe  by  a platoon-sized 
unit~up  to  45  men— was  one  of 
the  rare  times  a sizeable  Ameri- 
can force  had  entered  the  six-mile- 
wide  buffer  zone  since  a Marine 
battalion  was  ambushed  there  last 
summer  with  a loss  23  U.S.  dead 
and  191  wounded. 

The  Marines  penetrated  the 
DMZ  midway  between  the  Ameri- 
can outposts  of  Con  Thien  and  Gio 


Linh  near  Hill  28,  the  base  camp 
that  stands  guard  over  “McNa- 
mara’s Wall,”  the  barrier  against 
Red  infiltration  being  built  south 
of  the  Demarcation  line. 

The  Marine  raid  highlighted  a 
new  surge  of  action  in  the  Viet- 
namese war,  stretching  from  the 
far  north  to  the  southwestern  delta 
of  South  Vietnam. 

In  other  key  developments: 

—A  large  communist  force  hurl- 
ing hand  grenades  and  using 
flame-throwers  attacked  a refugee 
village  near  the  Cambodian  bor- 
der 90  miles  north  of  Saigon.  U.S. 
military  sources  said  four  persons 
were  killed,  15  wounded  and  29 
missing  and  apparently  kidnaped 


Debate  Plan  Is  ‘Irresponsible’ 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)— Federal 
Reserve  Board  Chairman  William 
McChesney  Martin  Jr.  has  taken 
strong  issue  with  President  John- 
son’s assertion  that  a $35  bil- 
lion deficit  might  be  economically 
acceptable.  In  a speech  Tuesday, 
Martin  termed  such  a policy“irre- 
sponsible.” 

A spokesman  for  Martin  said  the 
Fed  chairman  believes  “it  would 
be  irresponsible  in  times  like  these 
for  the  United  States  to  run  a 
deficit  of  $35  billion,  or  even  $20 
billion  or  $25  billion.” 


The  spokesman  said  Tuesday 
Martin’s  statement  was  not  meant 
to  indicate  any  split  between  the 
Fed  and  the  White  House.  There 
was  no  comment  on  Martin’s  talk 
at  the  White  House. 

According  to  the  spokesman,  his 
remarks  were  intended  to  rein- 
force his  argument  for  a tax  in- 
crease as  a remedy  to  inflation 
and  budget  deficits.  Johnson  has 
had  no  success  in  trying  to  get 
Congress  to  pass  a tax  hike  mea- 
sure this  session. 


in  the  terror  attack  on  Dak  Son 

—U.S.  and  South  Vietnamese 
troops  broke  through  a Viet  Cong 
ambush  in  the  Mekong  Delta  south 
of  Saigon,  killing  235  Communists 
in  what  U.S.  officials  described 
as  the  biggest  battle  in  the  region 
this  year. 

—The  United  States  announced 
that  a new  weapon  had  entered  the 
air  war— the  sleek  Navy  A7  Cors- 
air II,  a single  jet,  one-man  air- 
craft that  can  carry  its  own  weight 
in  payload  and  hug  the  ground  at 
575  mph  to  avoid  detection  by 
radar  and  missiles.  The  Corsair 
was  among  jets  that  bombarded 
storage  areas,  communications 
lines  and  weapons  positions  in 
North  Vietnam  in  80  missions 
flown  Monday  by  Navy,  Air  Force, 
and  Marine  planes.
